One foreign country after the other has given medals ant 
other decorations to Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, but he dart 
not wear them here because of war department regulations. 
In addition the war department has stacked up 400 medal 
and 250 certificates due other officers, and as stated by the Asso­ 
ciated Press, waiting retirement of the officers involved from gov­ 
ernment service for authorization by congress for their accept 
ance. 
At first* it was suggested that a special act authorizing Lind 
bergh th accept his decorations be sought this winter. 
Tho 
seemed hardly fait to the other men barred bv law from enjoying 
these tokens of distinction and achievement, however, so the war 
department Is now expected to ask f o r a blanket act under which 
the state department treasure box can be cleared out. 
Colonel Lindbergh has refused to commercialize his plane 
flight and has given his services to government arid other agen­ 
cies to further the cause of aviation. 
It seems odd that red tam 
regulations should bar him from wearing medals and reeeivin 
the certificates attesting the high regard felt for him by the peo­ 
ple and governments of the world. It is hoped congress will cie u 
up this phase of the regulations so that he and other officers may 
be entitled to receive, and wear should they so desire, the token: 
of regard and esteem.
